During McWade’s reading of Bardsley’s 
Statements, Wanamaker had entered the room 
quietly and had taken a seat in a chair which 
had been squeezed in front of the spectators. 
He listened attentively to the reading, main- 
taining a grave demeanor. His gravity was 
disturbed, however, and a grin illu- 
minated his face-at Bardsley’s intimation 
that a good Presbyterian or two“ ry in- 
fluence Judge Wilson favorably in his behalf. 

WANAMAKER ON THE STAND. 

Wanamaker, after taking the stand, was 
asked what influenced him to take such an in- 
terest in the Keystone bank. Wanamaker 


said: 

‘*My interest began in Lucas, who, with his 
brother, was a young merchant on Market 
street. He came to me one afternoon towards 


the close of banking hoursand asked me to 
loan him a thousand dollars. Isaid: I don’t 
know you very well, but I have a good opinion 
of you, and if it’s all = I’ll loan you 
the money.’ I had one the same 
thi often by others. He convinced 
me that it was all right, and I let him have 
$1,000. From that time he was a devoted 
friend of mine. When I moved to Thirteenth 
and Chestnut streets, and the Keystone bank 
was established opposite to my store, I inter- 
ested myselfinit. I was largely instrumental 
in havingthe Girard Trust Company estab- 
lished at Broad and Chestnut streets, my de- 
sire being to build up the neighborhood. I 
did this through a general public spirit, identi- 
fying myself with the bank because of a belief 
in the integrity of those, two young men, 
Lucas and Marsh, against whom I knew 
nothing.“ 

Mr. Hammet—“ Did you place any of those 
3,515 shares of Keystone stock as collateral 
after doubt had been thrown upon their 
legality ?’’ 

“Certainly not.“ 

„It has been stated that yon quarreled with 
the widow of Mr. Lucas; is that true?“ 

„I have never quarreled with her.“ 

„Please state what took place when Marsh 
visited you in Washington.“ 

„Marsh called at my house about 8 o’clock 
in the evening. He said that he had been to 
see Lacey, and informed hin that there was 
more Keystone stock out than he believed was 
right. He wanted to know whether, if the 
bank was reorganized, I would take stock and 
assist it. I told him no. He said: What will 
you do to assist the bank?’ I had no 
reason to assist it, and told him I would 
not do anything. He asked: What will be 
done?“ 1 said I did not know; let things 
take their course. Marsh then said ‘Good 
night,’ I said Good night’ and be left. The 
whole interview lasted about five minutes. 
Marsh apparently felt that because of my old 
interest in the bank he could get me to assist 
them. I think he came tosee me at Wash- 
ington with that idea. I felt that I was in a 
delicate position and so kept off.“ 

With reference to the alleged demand for 
$100,000 for his overissue stock, Mr. Wana- 
maker said: 

„When Mrs. Lucas called on me, after her 
husband’s death, I told her I wanted what the 
stock was worth. The bank was in good con- 
dition and I considered it worth $50 a share. 
I believed it pledged tome forits value on 
Lucas’s account. The statement is not true 
that I wanted any particular sum from any 
particular people. I never made that 

roposition to get money of the 

ank. The bank had nothing to do with 
it. I negotiated only with the Lucas estate, 
which owed methe money. I didnot con- 
sider the stock improperly issued, and had 
reasons for not considering it improperly is- 
sued. Marsh said to me: ‘If you will con- 
sent to keep this stock and pay the assessment 
on it in case the bank needs the assessment, I 
will get stock from others, and if there is an 
overissue I will make your stock good.’ 
The impression I had was that Lucas would 
never issue * stock when he 
had good stock. Why should he keep genuine 
and use stock that was not genuine. I never 
had any proof that the stock was not genuine 
and have not today. If the statement is true 
that Ifiad stock and bad not given anything 
for it, itis an extremely valuable admission to 
me. I simply had that stock as collaterals in 
the Reading stock deal and was never a bona- 


fide owner.“ 

Mr. Mc Wade then read of Mr. 
Wanamaker’s alleged threat that unless 
$100,000 was paid to his lawyer, Rothermel, 
he would close the bank. 

Mr. Wanamaker— The first part of that 
statement was absolutely false. Rothermel 
ean easily be called to testify to that fact. The 
other portion is true to thisextent: Granville 
S. Haines and Lawyer Luey, with Marsh, came 
to Washington and saw me with reference to 
some settlement of a claim I had against the 
stock. I said that up to that time no person 
except Marsh had called the legality of the 
stock into question. Now, that the 
vice president of the bank and “Mrs. 
Lucas’s lawyer added their testimony, I felt 
obliged to say that they must either settle with 
me or I could not, in justice to myself, allow 
the comptroller of currency to longer remain 
in ignorance of the fact that it was claimed 
that there had been an illegal issue Of the 
stock. They made propositions coupled with 
an offer of a lot of stuffthat I was giad after- 
wards that I did not accept. After the bank 
failed they were very anxious to get the stock. 
It was the only — that stood in 
the way of reorganization. They threatened to 
begin action against me, but this I regarded as 
a bluff, because the worst thing they could do 
if they wanted a reorganization, would be to 
bring out the factthat there had been an irreg- 
ular issue of stock. As the stock was of very 
doubtful value, I surrendered it to the Lucas 
estate. It seemed to me I was making trouble 
for myself with nothing in view. I have no 
objection whatever to Mr. Rothermel testify- 
ing as to his knowledge of the affair. I am 
willing that everybody should speak freely, 
whether the statement comes from within a 
prison’s walls or without.“ 


THE COTTON REPORT. 


Returns to the Department of Agriculture 
Show an Improvement in Condition. 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—July returns to the 
department of agriculture show some improve- 
ment in cotton condition during the month of 
June. The general average for the whole 
month has advanced three points, standing at 
88.6. This is three points below the July re- 
turns for last year, and one above that of 1889. 
In but four seasons since 1874 have the July 
returns been so low. The siight improvement 
noted has been quite general throughout the 
whole belt, the result of favorabie weather 
during the month. The crop is universally 
late, ranging locally from afew days to two 
weeks or more. Inthe Atlantic and eastern 
Gull states, especially, the plant is small and 
backward, and the lack of suitable weather 
for chopping out has made the fields very 
grassy. Germination was slow and imperfect, 
and replanting failed to secure perfect stands. 
Loeall considerable areas have been 
plow up and given to other crops, 
or abandoned entirely. From Mississippi 
westward, the plant, while somewhat bac 
ward, isof good color, making a generally 
vigorous growth, while plantations running a 
sufficient number of plows are 5 
[ There is some complaint of the lack of 
labor. : 

The outlook in Texas is especially , the 
plant vigorous, the fields well worked and 
fruiting begun. Worms are reported from but 
two counties, both in Texas; not even the in- 
vasion of the first brood being noted anywhere 
else. The returns of the condition by states 
are as follows: Virginia, 82; North Carolina, 
77; South Carolina, 80; G a, 85; Florida, 
94; Alabama, 87; — 91; Louisiana, 
90; Texas, 95; Arkansas, 93; Tennessee, 82. 

The temperature of the month was above 
normal throughout almost the entire region. 
The rainfall, while rather short, was generally 
sufficient, and this favorable combination of 
the meteorological conditions enabled the crop 
to recover somew from the unfavorable

THE CONGRESSMAN FROM ALABAMA 


DENIES SAYING 


THEDEMOCRAGY MUST DOWN THE ALLIANCE 


He Thinks as an Agricultural Organization 
the Alliance Is a Good Thing—He Is 
Opposed to Some of Its Schemes. 


Wasgrxorox, July 10.—Hon. William . 
Oates, of Alabama, in an interview tonight, 
denies the authenticity of the reported inte# 
view with him some weeks ago in which he 
was quoted as saying that the democracy mus 
beat the alliance out of existence. As an ag- 


ricultural organization he thinks the alliance + 
a good thing. He favors all of the demands 


of the alliance except the subtreasury and 
land loan bills and government ownership of 
railroads; but condemns the alliance methods 
to control the democratic party in the 
south and commit it to the support of these 
three objectionable measures. He says that 
the complaints of farmers are just, but some 
of the remedies proposed by the alliance aré 
infinitely worse than the disease; that the 
democratic party favors a reduction of taxes, 
more extended markets for agricultural pro- 
ducts and a greater volume of sound money. 
He adds that if the democrats get control 
of the government the farmers will 
find in these measures the relief they 
seek and are entitled to. 0 
strongly condemns all secret methods 
in politics; denounces the three measures 
named as the most radical, paternal and cen- 
tralizing of any ever advocated by any party 
in the United States. He also calls on alliance, 


leaders to furnish a bill of particulars as to 


their democracy and favors making test of 
opinions in every convention by resolutions 
against these three measures. He thinks with 
the democracy united, victory is sare in 1892.

HE DREW IT MILDLY. 


THE EMPEROR DISAPPOINTED THE 
PBOPLE 


WHO EXPECTED I FREE EXPRESSION 


Of Views at Guild Hall in Reply to the Lord 
Mayor's Address—The Brilliant Pageant 
Which Marched Through the Strand. 


Lonpon, July 10.—The inhabitants of Lon- 
don and vicinity turned out in force in order 
to witness the of Emperor William 


trom Buckingham palace to Guild hall and back 


to the palace after partaking of the hospitality 
ot the lord mayor of London. From the ear- 
liest hours of the morning crowds of people 
have been literally pouring towards Bucking- 
ham palace, St. James’s park, the Strand, 
Fleet street, Ludgate hill and the city gener- 
ally in order to take up the same position 
where they could get as good a sight of the 
emperial procession as it was possible for them 
to get by grim determination and good elbow 
work. 

From the earliest hours also, in addition to 
crowds of pedestrians flocking cityward, there 
were large crowds of regular troops and volun- 
teers to be met marching toward the position 
they had been assigned to occupy along the 
route, and besides the soldiers there were fully 
eight thousand policemen in motion with the 
same object in view, 

This crowded, busy, hustling state of the 
streets, hours before the procession 
started, may be easily imagined. At 9:30 
o’clock a. m. all the traffic along the route and 
through the streets bordering it had been not 
only stopped, but still more effectively brought 
to a standstill by the will of the people, who 
packed every foot of space available, and who 
who were not to be moved under much less 
pressure than that of a police charge. 

As the hour for starting the procession—mid- 
day—drew near, crowds pressed upon the 


soldiers and police in a most good-natured, 


though so forcible, manner that it required the 


utmost efforts of tlie red coats and blue coats 


to keep them from breaking through the 


red and blue lines formed from the palace to 
Guild ball. 


While this early crowding was in progress, 


the emperor, as usual, had commenced his 
day's work at an early hour. 


At about 7 o’clock, the emperor had left 


‘Buckingham palace on horseback for Rotten 
Row, Hyde park, where he enjoyed an in- 
vigorating ride. 


At 8 o’clock, the emperor reviewed the 


Queen's Westminster volunteers on the lawn of 
the Buckingham palace. For that occasion, 
the emperor wore a light-blue Prussian uni- 
form. 


After this review, the German ruler enjoyed 


a light breakfast, and then visited the naval 
exhibition, where he was much interested 
in the models of the new warships

peror returned to Buckingham palace and re- 


tired tohis private apartments inorder to 


transact a mass of public business connected 
with the German empire, before preparing for 
his progress to the historic Guild hall.

The fronts 
of buildings were everywhere draped with 
flowers ; innumerable lines hung in festoons or 
arching the streets. Flags, of course, were 
also everywhere to be seen. and bunting of 
almost every nationality was displayed, con- 
spicuous among all of them being hundreds of 
American flags, 

DULL AT THE CLUBS.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


Review of Trade for the Week by R. Gj 
Dun & Co. 

New Yor, July 10.—Business failures occurr- 
ing throughout the country during the last sever 
days, as reported to R. G. Dun & Co.’s mercantile 
agency by telegraph, number for the United 
States 222, and for Canada 25, compared with a 
total of 237 last week. For the corresponding 
week ofjlast year the figures were 197. Dun's 
trade review says:

The price of mate- 
rials and products is thus kept in sucha relation 
that a large and fairly profitable business fs possi- 
ble, but will be based, when it comes, upon the 
actual demands of consumers and not upon in- 
flated hopes. This conservative attitude is made 
necessary this year because, while money is now

Two Naval Employes Arrested for Steal- 
ing from the Government. 


NorFo.ik, Va., July 10.—James 8. Van 
Vrankin, paymaster’s clerk in the general 
storehouse of the Norfolk navy yard, and H. 
H. Coston, a clerk in the same department, 
were arrested today for the alleged s 
composition metal and other goods 
government to the estimated value of several 
thousand dollars.

“THE PACE THAT KILLS’ WAS TOO 
MUCH FOR HIS WIFE 


AND SHE SOUGHT THE COURTS. 


The Eratic Author Proves in Reality to Be 
as Bad as His Fiction Was Already 
Known to Be. 


New Yorx, July 10.— [Special. — Edgar 
Saltus, the novelist, is a divorced man. His 
wife, Helen R. Saitus, has obtained a divorce 
from the supreme court, dissolving the mar- 
riage tie on the grounds of adultery. Tho 
laws of the state make that the only actionable 
ground. The lady is authorized to assume her 
maiden name, and has the right to mary 
again. Mr. Saltus is freed from the bonds of 
matrimony, but is not at liberty to marry dur- 
ing the lifetime of his wife. 

THE FACTS LEAK OUT. 

The proceedings were secret, and although 
the decree was entered on June 18th, the fact 
has not leaked out until today. The testimeny 
was sensational. Mrs. Saltus, who is the 
daughter of William G. Read, a prominent 
New Yorker, and is well known in society, 
begun proceedings in December, 1889. The 
married life of the couple had not been har- 
monious for some time prior to this. They 
were wedded in November, 1683. One year 
later, Saltus jumped into sudden notoriety by 
publishing “The Pace That Kills,” “A 
Transaction in Hearts,” and other suggestive 
ficticn. Hewascalled the apostle of eroti- 
cism. His stories pandered to the lower pas- 
sion of his readers. The writer of lurid fiction 
is something of aman about town. His con- 
duct is said to have been worthy of the author 
of “A Transaction in Hearts,” and other 
realistic tales. When he appeared at Sara- 
toga or Richfield Springs, all the girls were 
anxious to meet him, as they thought he must 
be a very bad man to write such suggestive 
books. He was lionized for a time, and the 
sudden popularity. of. his unconventional 
books made him the center of attraction 
wherever he appeared. He is in ap 
somewhat dudish looking, and affects the 
English style. He is about thirty-five, a little 
under the average height, and has a thick-set 
figure. His complexion is as dark as that of a 
Spaniard. His hair is jet black, and he wears 
a heavy, black mustache, . 

A ROW IN THE HOUSEHOLD. 

In November, 1889, there was a row in the 
Saltus household. The wife accused her 
erotic husband of infidelity with certain ladies 
of his acquaintance. He is said to have made 
a confession. He then called a cab, and was 
driven direct to a steamer that sailed for 
Europe in afew hours. His wife sued for ab- 
solute diverce, naming Miss Elsie M. Smith, | 
a prominent society girl with a stainless re- 
utation, and Mrs. Fannie Girvan, or a west- 
ern wida, as co-respondents. The writer of 
the sensational literature issaid to have vio- 
lated his marriage vow with Miss Smith at 
178 Fifth avenue in this city, at Aiken, S. C., 
Richfield Springs and other resorts. His wife 
charged him with acts of infidelity with Mrs, 
Girvan at his own house, No. 3 West Nine 
teenth street, and at Coney Island, 

THE DEFENDANT RETURNGE, 

Mr. Saltus was informed of the proceedings 
while in Europe. He said he did not care on 
his own aceount, but declared the young ladies 
were innocent, and said he would defend the 
case to exonerate them. He returned from 
Europe and offered to furnish evidence on 
which a divorce could be obtained if the names 
of the ladies could be omitted from the pro- 
ceedings. The proposition was declined, and 
the divorce was granted. Mr. Saltus is a mem- 
ber of the Manhattan Club, andis known all 
over the world as a writer of realistic fiction.

HELD FOR TRIAL. 


Two Men Charged with Making Counter- 
feit Money. 

Macon, Ga., July 10.—[Special.]—James W. 
Storey and Henry D. Smith, the two young 
white men who were placed in jail yesterday, 
charged wrth counterfeiting, were before Com- 
missioner Erwin today in the United States 
court. They pleaded not guilty, and the trial 
at once began. 

Three witnesses for the government have 
been sworn, and have given some very 
damaging evidence. They all swore to 
having received the money. The 
officers who made the arrest are 
positive as to the parties. They found one 
mould, which may be put in evidence against 
the men. Itisafifty-centspecie, Twoothers 
not found were a one-dollar piece and a ten- 
cent piece, but the fifty-cent pieces seem to 
have been mostly used. The money was dis- 
posed of by gambling, and the whole work was 
cleverly done. The men have pals in certain 
places known to the officers and they will also be 
arrested. From the indications it was a scheme 
carefully planned and well executed. While 
the men here are young,some think they could 
easily be professionals. They claim to have 
come into possession of the money unknow- 
ingly, but the government’s case by no 
means a weak one. The coin is one of the 
best counterfeits in existence. It 
is splendidly executed, and the 
composition is almost perfect, it being only a 
little off in weight. The case is attracting 
considerable attention here and the work of 
the arresting officers is commended highly. 
They took the case from the start and worked 
faithfully until they accomplished something.

THE INSURANCE BILL. 


A Merchant Gives a Few Points Against 
Its Becoming a Law. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 10, 1891.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: It is a signiflcant fact that in the effort 
being made to pass what is known as the “‘Insur- 
ance Bill“ it has not developed that foreign com- 
panies authorized to do business in this state have 
ovjected to it in any way. In fact, it has been 
openly charged that these companies, at a meet- 
ing recently held atthe north, unanimously de- 
cided not to interfere with legislation of this kind, 
but to let it pass. 

Does not this suggest to the citizens of this 
state that perhaps our state legislature is acting a 
little hastily in passing a law intended to be ob- 
noxious to the insurance companies? * 

Have the members of the legislature, who ar 
bent on forcing this law upon the citizens of our 
State, ever stopped toconsider that by the same 
process which they propose to prevent rates from 
being increased, they will also prevent them from 
being reduced? 

Does any sane man believe that insurance com- 
panies will reduce rates because the Georgia legis- 
lature says they must do 80? 

Is the legislature of this state deluding itself 
with the belief that the insurance companies have 
not already decided, each for itself, what it will 
cost to insure property in this state? 

Is the legislature aware of the fact that the 
refusal onthe part of 50 per cent of the companies 
doing business in this state to write new business, 
say for three months from and after the passage 
of this law, would stop the moving of the cotton 
crop and endanger the credit of merchants and 
bankers and cause untold misery to a multitude 
of property owners throughout the state? 

It is well for our legislature to consider, that 
while they may have power to pass all the laws 
that are framed by the hired attorneys of some 
fellow with a grievance, that neither the 
constitution of Georgia, or for that matter, of 
the United States, is strong enough to make 
individuals or corporations sell their goods for 
less than they wish to take for them. 

It is well to call attention also to the fact that, 
notwithstanding the strength of our local compa- 
nies, it would require many times their combined 
capital to carry all the risks in a city like Atlanta. 

The wholesale merchants and large property 
owners have more interest in this bill than ap- 
pears upon its face, certainly more than the local 
insurance agent or the foreign insurance com- 
pany. Let them examine into it and see if it is 
good law to prevent insurance companies trom 
granting reductions for improvements in their 
risk, or if it is good business for them to write 
insurance at less than its value. 

The writer has had considerable experience 
with insurance companies and has always found 
them ready to grant reduct¥on in rates for im- 
provements in risks. MERCHANT. 


WILL MEET THIS MORNING, 


When the Contract for the Pumping Ma- 
chinery May Be Awarded. 


The water commissioners convened last 
evening for the fifth time to consider the bids 
for the pumping machinery for the new water- 
works.

There were two sessions held yesterday. 

At 11 o’clock the commissioners, the com- 
mittee on water works, the mayor, city engi- 
neer and the superintendent of the water- 
works, gathered together to consider further 
the work pestponed from the previous even- 
ing.

But It Isa Revelation to Those Who Kaew 
Him Best—Jhdge Gober Says It 
Must Be Amended. 


At brilliant Saratoga! 

Near the beach at Long Branch. 

At Monmouth park and Sheepshead Bay. 

On the green baize of the glittering, gamb- 
bling saloons of the great metropolis. 

In the prize ring at New Orleans. 

Upon gay theater parties and in wining and 
dining, Stephen A. Ryan has squandered a 
fortune. 

So he says in his answer read before Judge 
Gober yesterday. 

That answer was one of the most sensational, 
startling papers ever heard in the county 
courthouse, and was the subject of comment 
throughout the city during the evening. 

When the case was called the courtroom was 
thronged with interested spectators and attor- 
neys. Immediately after the case was called 
Mr. J. J. Spalding, for the receiver, asked 
that the court make the rule against Mr. Ryan 
absolute. 

That rule calls on Mr. Ryan toaccount for 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. Particularly 
does it ask that Mr. Ryan turn over tothe re- 
ceived or tell where $292,000, said to have 
been deposited in and drawn out of the At- 
lanta banks between March 27th and May 
th, went. 

Judge Hopkins, Mr. 
gested that the regular procedure 
should be for the  receiver’s attor- 
neys to present the rule, and give the 
respondents an opportunity to read their 
answer. 

Judge Gober ruled favorably upon Judge 
Hopkins’s suggestion and then Mr. Spalding 
read the rule calling on Mr. Ryan to show 
cause why he had failed to deliver the assets 
in his hands to the receiver. 

How He Spent a Fortune. 

Colonel Cox read Mr. Ryan’s answer in a 
clear, distinct tone, soclearand distinct that 
every word could be heard in every portion of 
the courtroom. 

And with each paragraph the interest in- 


for Ryan, sug- 


reased. 

The startling disclosures caused every head 
to bend forward and every one to manifest the 
greatest interest. 

No one present ever imagined that Mr. Ryan 
had led the life he confessed and the sensation 
the paper produced was intense. 

The answer first protested 
the allegations of the 
in the rule were indefinite, uncertain, argu- 
mentative and insufficient in law and averred 
that the declaration that therein that he was 
withholding any assets from the receiver was 
untrue. 

“The respondent,” says the answer, did 
not have the assets charged, to-wit, money to 
the amount of $500,000 or any other money, 
except as turned over to the temporary re- 
ceiver at the time of the filing of the bill. 

„But part of the alleged facts,“ the paper 
says, are true. On August 1, 1889, he did 
own one-half interest in the storehouse 
referred to, which he afterward sold for 
$65,000, partly to pay a debt, and did own 
one-half of the merchandise business, estimated 
then at a value of $75,000, and that he earned 
as his share of the profits the sum of $64,800, 
but these facts did not make him then worth the 
sum stated. He did, at that time, believe 
that he would make the merchandise 
business net him, in the long run, much more 
than $75,000, and if the whole stock had 
been afterwards sold forthe sum of $150,000 
and interest and expenses, the arguments of 
said petitioner in that regard might be sound, 
and the same is — as to the $64,500 
profits.“ 

Mr. Ryan then asserts that he has not taken 
stock since he bought out the interest of John 
F. Ryan. 

The reason of this.“ says the paper, was 
simply that it would take two or three weeks 
to do it, and it would be very expensive by 
reason of stopping or impeding trade. The 
other reason was another mistake, he now 
deeply regretted both, and is that he did not 
increase his bookkeeping when he broadened 
and extended his business. His father was an 
old merchant and successful. He kept no 
books except what the son kept. It was natural 
for the son to follow in the footsteps of the 
father in this regard, and it was done by the 
partnership which was formed when their 
father gave to him and his brother, John F. 
Ryan, the store property and merchandise. 

He is unable to give, therefore, a statement 
of his merchandiselosses. Having unbounded 
confidence in his own strength, he conceived 
the ambition to lead the merchants ot the 
south, adopted an unwise policyin his busi- 
ness, wasted his money, overtraded bimself. 

losses; and has failed. 

he may reveal, to 

his own hurt, in the public estimation, and 
however much it may mortify himself, deems 
it due to the court to givea complete history, 
so far as he is able, of his course and bis ruin. 

„Before beginning business on his own ac- 
count he had never known what it was to 
want for money or anything else. He be- 
lieved he was rich, and that no restraint was 
necessary for him, and that there was no limit to 
what he could accomplish, and no danger of any 
failure. He bought outhis brother because 
his brother’s prudence was taken for timidity. 
He wanted to be alonein order to have no 
check upon his ambition. Theidea of having 
to make a statement to disappointed creditors 
of his never entered his — ; 

„Now, after his failure, he can look back and 
see that he started his business heavily in 
debt, but with unlimited credit, and, as he 
thought, with unlimited assets. He made his 
notes for $75,000, paid what money he had left 
from his extravagances on the debts of the 
dissolved firm, which he assumed, and began 
to borrow money almost immediately. 
Finding his credit good and borrowing easy, 
he borrowed more and more. Soon his credit- 
ors became alarmed, and he now knows justly 
so. In the fall of 1890 he found that he had 
to borrow money with which to pay accumu- 
lated debts and buy goods for replenishing. 
He did so, borrowing $75,000 of the H. B. 
Claflin Company, borrowing large sums from 
his kinsmen and from the banks in Atlanta, 
and from other parties, but even at this date 
he did not apprehend failure. His policy at 
the outset was based upon the theory that if 
he could, by great bargains to customers, 
involving great losses on himself, get the run 
of the trade of Atlanta and its territory, he 
would shortly recoup all losses and make the 
greatest name and fortune as a merchant. 

„With chagrin and apologies he admits reck- 
less personal extravagances, and says he 
has hazarded and lost immense sums 
of money in New York upon games of chance 
at Daly's and Reed's and at the clubhouse 
at Long Branch, at races at Sheeps- 
head Bay and Monmouth Park; at 
Saratoga in all the dissipations and gambling 
there, to which place he has made, in the 
time, four or five visits, losing thousands. And 
at New Orleans, where he lost at least twelve 
thousand dollars in a few days on the result of 
the prize fight between Dempsey and Fitz- 
simmons in 1891. He frequently gave large 
dinner and theater parties, which were enor- 
mously expensive, and deplores that he must 
make confession that in the past two years 
he has lost and squandered, outside of 
his legitimate personal expenses, at least 
$50,000, and that before that time and durin; 
his partnership with his brother he lost an 
squandered at least twenty or thirty thousand 
doliars. In that period of his recklessness he 
bought fine horses and equipments. One pair 
he bought in Kentucky for $1,200, and they 
both died on his hands; besides he lost two or 
three mules, value $500. 

„His store expenses were large, amounting 
onan average to $2,000 per week. In addi- 
tion to the foregoing, his interest account 
amounted to at least twenty thousand dol- 
lars; his expenses for delivery wagons and 
feed for six or seven horses and mules 
amounted to at least fifteen hundred dollars

Banking Company, who had them before he 
filed the petition, in their hands, with 
instructions to collect the same, and, after 
paying themselves out of the proceeds, to turn 
over the balance of such proceeds to said bank, 
in part payment of a debt due said company 
by respondent. 

Mr. Ryan denied that from March 27th to 
May 23, 1891, that he had deposited the real 
sum of $292,954.09 in the banks as had been 
asserted, but said that in his struggles to pull 
through the crisis in his business he desired to 
impress the banks with the idea that be had 
large sums of money, and that he deposited 
with three banks, and that on making a de- 
posit with one would either give a check on 
the other, or go to either one or the other 
of the others, and, drawing tho money, 
add ‘the check or the money, or part 
of them, to his deposit, and sometimes add 
additional sums from other sources, thus in- 
creasing the size of it. In this way the same 
money would be often deposited, when the 
real sum of all the deposits would not amount 
to more than one-third of the aggregate sum. 
Not exceeding ten thousand dollars was paid 
on any debt he owed. He denies 
that he converted the store prop- 
erty into quick assets, but asserts that 
he sold thesame for thesum of $65,000 in 
paws of that much indebtness owing by 

im to his brother. 

On Saturday, May 23d, he made a deposit in 
bank and paid all the money he had left to 
the receiver. Hedid not take in $12,000 
cash on said Saturday, Monday and part of 
Tuesday, but did take inthe sum of $4,500, 
and this money and all others that he had was 
paid out as stated, and for the following debts: 

On the 26th of May, 1891, he paid off his 
elerks and employes (before the filing of the 
bill), amounting to 81.900. 

Paid to John F. Ryan for rent May Ist to 
26th, $722.02. 

On the same date he paid to John F. Ryan, 
for notes of date November, 1890, December, 
1890, and March, 1891, $10,000 each, the 
amount, $30,000, which he owed for borrowed 
money.

The attorneys for the receiver requested the 
judge to allow them afew minutes in which 
to consult. 

The request was granted and about twenty 
attorneys representing the creditors of John 
Ryan’s Sons filed into the prisoners’ room. 

hen the court resumed Colonel Hammond, 
in behalf of thé receiver, objected to the an- 
swer as being insufficient. eread from the 
answer and commented as he went along. 

On that portion of the answer which referred 
to the kiting operations he said: 

Now there is no definite answer about that. 
He says that in order to make a false impres- 
sion on the .banks he was inthe habit of 
kiting between the three banks, and that when 
he would make a deposit in a bank he would 
also draw a check and deposit that check 
some times and some money,some times one and 
some times the other, then with another bank. 
Now Mr. Ryan knows or ought to know what 
cheek he drew and what deposits he made. He 
has the checks or ought to have them. A man 
makes a deposit in a bank he usually makes a 
deposit slip which shows what he has deposited 
whether coin, currency, or checks, and the 
amount of each. 

„So he can if he will inform us how much 
money he kited for the purpose of 
getting credit He had to draw a 
paper in the regular order of business 
to pay itintoa bank and he knows or his pa- 
pers ought to show what he has done. He does 
not swear to any inability to tell it; he simply 


says: 
J kited it in order to make it appear that 


I was richer than I was. I did things in an 


irregular way.“

Judge Hopkins replied in behalf of Mr. 
Ryan. He said that he would have called 
Colonel Hammond to order, but he did not 
want to hurt his feelings. 

Judge Hopkins then insisted that the merits 
of the case could not be passed upon, and that 
by évery rule of pleading respondent could not 
be attached for contempt until the merits of 
the case were passed upon. He said: 

We answer in good faith and pledge our- 
selves to produce the vouchers and the proof.“ 

Colonel Albert Cox tersely presented several 


features of the case. 


Judge Gober’s Decision. 


When the argument was concluded, Judge 
Gober said: 
The weight of this complaint on the part 
of the movants isin reference to this money 
deposited in bank. The other facts alleged 
here came in rather by way of inducements. 

The respondent,in his answer, so far as that 
point is concerned, replies simply that the 
amount that the bank books shew was there 


to his credit, or was deposited by him, was 


the result of certain kiting operations. Of 
course, itis understood what that means, A 
man goes and puts money in a bank at one 
place and draws or checks upon that bank and 
puts it in another bank; draws an- 
other check and deposits in another 
bank, and finally drawing it out deposits it 
in the original bank; that process, if followed, 
would increase the bank account. That is the 
answer setup in reference to partof the 
money in bank. It is admitted in the answer 
that certain parts of this money was in bank, 
and the respondent seeks to discharge himself 
by showing what he has done with it.

The Brutality of Politics. 

Mr. Blaine may or may not be dangerously 
ill, but it is very certain that some politicians 
and some newspapers of his own party are 
straining every nerve to make it appear that 
he is virtually a dead man. 

The men who circulate these statements 
have no personal ill will towards Mr. Blaine. 
They simply desire to injure his chances in 
the presidential race, and leave Harrison an 
unobstructed track. 

It is not personal enmity; it is politics. In 
order to secure the nomination of their chosen 
candidate these republicans are seeking the 
life of the ablest and most brilliant leader in 
their councils. 

Practically, it is an attempt to take Mr. 
Blaine's life. The publication of all this 
stuff about Bright’s disease, softening of the 
brain, etc., is calculated to have the worst 
possible effect when avictim of nervous 
prostration has reached a critical point where 
he needs careful nursing and encouragement. 
These fellows know thac Mr. Blaine will see 
their gloomy and depressing reports of his 
case, and they must know that their work 
will lessen the chances of his recovery. 

Little do they eare for that. They havea 
hazy idea that anything is fair in politics, 
and when a sick man stands in their way 
they are going to turn his illness to their ad- 
vantage if they can. 

It may be politics, but it is downright 
brutality, all the same. It is heartless and 
cowardly, and is as unmanly as anything 
could be. Mr. Blaine may die or recover; 
he may linger a mere wreck or he may re- 
gain his former strength, but in any event 
the course of some of his republican op- 
ponents will be remembered to their disad- 
vantage and shame. The American people 
love fair play, and they have no sympathy 
with a warfare upon a helpless invalid, who 
is struggling for his life. 


A Gift to the State. 

More fortunate than other southern states, 
Georgia has a chance to get a confederate 
veterans’ home for nothing. . 

The valuable building and grounds near 
Atlanta, offered as a gift to the state fora 
soldiers’ home, will, in the course of twenty- 
five years, be worth a large sum of money— 
say $350,000 or $500,000. 

If the gift is accepted, the money an- 
nually expended in keeping up the home 
will come back when the state disposes of 
the property. If it is not accepted, the gift 
goes back to the donors, and the state will, 
very likely, in the course of two or three 
years, go to the expense of building a vet- 
erans’ home at an expense that can now be 
avoided. 

The matter rests with the legislature. If 
this gift is declined, and the state refuses to 
take care of her needy veterans when she 
can do so without cost, it will be the most 
singular and inexplicable thing that has 
ever occurred in our annals, As a rule, 
states and nations are willing to take care 
of their old soldiers and foot the bill. To 
refuse, when they can do it without expense, 
would be an unheard-of thing. 


Why Criticise Mr. Cleveland? 

It seems that the democratic objections to 
Mr. Cleveland are not confined to his atti- 
tude on the silver question. The democrats 
of Warren county, Mississippi, met in Vieks- 
burg on the 7th of July, and in the course of 
its proceedings, passed the following resolu- 
tion: 

During the pendency of the force bill in the 
fifty-first congress, when the fate of the south 
hung trembling in the balance, we had the right 
to expect that Grover Cleveland, who had been so 
honored and admired by our people, would give 
his powerful assistance to our democratic leaders 
in their heroic struggle to defeat it. His failure 
to lift his voice in our behalf has satisfied us that 
he was totally indifferent to the dangers with 
which we were threatened. 


We have long been expecting some such 
declaration as this from southern democrats, 
and its appearance now merely verifies a pre- 
diction, made when the force bill was pend- 
ing, that the earnest democrats of the 
country would be sure sooner or later to re- 
sent the indiff2rence Mr. Cleveland mani- 
fested during the campaign which culminated 
in the election of last November, and his 
failure to oppose in a publicand definite way 

. the efforts of the republican conspirators to 
fasten the infamous force bill on the south. 

Nevertheless, as we pointed out at the 
time, such criticisms are calculated to do in- 
justice to Mr. Cleveland. He is undoubtedly 
a democrat, but he is not a partisan; indeed, 
we doubt if he could be called in strict terms 
a party man. This was shown not less by 
his failure to remove 6,000 republicans who 
were holding office at the close of his ad- 
ministration than by his failure to support 
the democratic candidate in the mayoralty 
contest in New York, a contest which was 
so important that all the prominent southern 
newspapers made an earnest effort in behalf 
of the democratic ticket. 

Moreover, when this campaign was going 
on—when the force bill was pending—Mr. 
Cleveland was a private citizen, and he had 
paid all claims the democratic p may 
have had on him by giving the count 


ing into a contest in which so much partisan- 
ship was displayed. 


The World Does the Fair Thing. 

The New York World, having satisfied 
itself that there is no yellow fever in Bruns- 
wick, has come out in a straightforward 
way contradicting the sensational reports 
previously published in its columns. It has 
done more. Recognizing the justice of the 
request made by the citizens of Brunswick, 
it has agreed to furnish the name of the 
author of the reports. ; 

It is gratifying to find that The World is 
willing to hear the other side of the question 
and print the facts pf the case. As THE 
CONSTITUTION has stated several times since 
this matter came up, there has not been a 
single case of yellow fever in Brunswick 
this year, nor is there the slightest reason 
to believe that there will be one, Thousands 
of travelers and pleasure-seekers have vis- 
ited and passed through the city this season, 
and thousands more are coming. It is a 
flourishing seaport, with an exceptionally 
fine health record, and the absurd yellow 
fever rumors published in The World nat- 
urally excited considerable indignation. 
The fact that our contemporary has made 
full amends ina manner that indicates its 
desire to do justice to all concerned in the 
matter makes it plain that it was not the 
intention of this widely circulated newspaper 
to wantonly injure anybody. 


Not a Southern Outrage. 

All the stories, real and imaginary, told 
in the northern newspapers about the mur- 
derous proclivities of the southern colonels 
fade into insignificance by the side of a 
little item of news from Wilkesbarre, Pa. 

As the story goes, an old gentleman 
stepped up to the bar and ordered a drink. 
An acquaintance sitting in the room inti- 
mated that he was very unsociable in not 
inviting him to have a glass. Words ensued, 
and in the quarrel that followed the old 
gentleman was killed. 

The victim lost his life simple because he 
did not offer to treat his friend. Of course 
this deplorable incident causes the northern 
papers to denounce the American custom of 
treating, and the point is made that sucha 
tragedy would not have occurred in Europe 
where it is a common thing to see a man 
take a drink in the presence of a crowd of 
friends without inviting anybody to join 
him. 

It will also strike even the casual reader 
that this causeless murder occurred in Penn- 
sylvania, and not in South Carolina. That 
much-slandered individual, Colonel Carter, 
of Cartersville, had no hand in the fracas. 
The affair took place in a northern town, in 
a state which plumes itself upon its moral- 
ity, civilization and law and order. 

It is pretty rough when a man cannot 
order a single toddy without being shot 
down by a thirsty acquaintance who has 
not been invited up to the bar. When our 
northern contemporaries are lamenting the 
lawlessness of the south they should pay 
some attention tothe Wilkesbarre episode, 
and use it to point a moral that will apply 


to certain social conditions and customs in 
their section. 


Judicial Autocracy. 

Just before the recent electrocution in 
New York, Judge Wallace, of the federal 
circuit court, was reported as saying that if 
the counsel for any of the condemned mur- 
derers should seek to secure another delay 
he would be disbarred. 

This was about as arbitrary and unrea- 
sonable as the conduct of the Boston judge 
who refused to hear General Butler argue 
a motion for a new trial, and had him 
forcibly ejected from the courtroom. 

There is occasionally a disposition on the 
part of some judges to stretch their brief 
authority tuo far. They show that they 
are ignorant of the letter of the law, and 
not in sympathy with its spirit. They for- 
get that they are the servants of the people, 
and that they are neither lawmakers nor 
dictators. f 

The defendant in acriminal case is en- 
titled to every delay that the law gives him, 
whether it is in the shape of a continuance, 
a motion for a new trial, or a writ of habeas 
corpus, and the judge who wrongfully de- 
nies him these rights or endangers them by 
threatening or bulldozing his counsel, is 
unfit to sit on the bench, and deserves to be 
removed, 

Fortunately there are not many American 
lawyers who will submit to these eccentric 
judicial freaks. 
his duty to his client at all-hazards. If he 


fails in this regard he is unworthy to re- 
main in the profession. 


The Governor’s Interview. 

It is well known that Governor Northen 
has the improvement of our school system 
much at heart, and has given 4 great deal 
of thought to the subject. His interview 
shows that he has not labored in vain. The 
conclusion he reaches is one likely to be 
reached by most of those who seriously study 
the problem of providing a school fund ade- 
quate to the needs of the state. Experience 
plainly points the way toa combination of 
general and local taxation, in which local 
taxation will eventually predominate, 

THE CONSTITUTION disenssed this ques- 
tion at some length last fall, when the peo- 
ple were looking the candidates in the face. 
We had occasion to refer to many of the 
benefits of a system of local taxation in con- 
nection with the school fund, and we laid 
especial stress on the value of the stimulus 
which always comes from local control as it 
is in the cities. We have only to pass from 
the country to the town to see the difference 
between poor schools and good schools, 
This difference is coexistant with state 
schools and local schools. Those which de- 
pend entirely on the state for funds are, as a 
rule, inferior, and those which supplement 
general with local funds are, as a rule, gu- 
perior. 

When the community bears the burden 
and assumes control, the moral effect is in- 
valuable. Where the state bears the whole 
burden, and the state alone is responsible, 
there is not that support of the school man- 
agement which it would get if the commu- 
| nity shared the burden, the control and the 
responsibility. There are few men who 
would extol the common schools. On the 
| other hand, there are few of the cities that 
are not proud of their school systems. 
There is the difference between a system de- 
pendent entirely on the bounty of the state 
and a system supported largely by local tax- 
ation. It

Our constitution provides for the applica- 
tion of this system to the rural districts, 
and the times seem to demand a considera- 
tion of the matter. Dr. DeJarnette’s ap- 
parently hard questions come at an oppor- 
tune time, for they bring to the attention of 
the public a resource which has long been 
overlooked. 

We commend the governor's interview to 
serious consideration, and we hope the sub- 
ject of local taxation for school purposes 
will be discussed in every county. It is a 
subject not unattended with difficulty, in 
some localities especially, but every measure 
that is worth anything comes hedged about 
with difficulties. It is the part of practical 
wisdom to seize the good principle and 
apply itin such manner as will overcome 
the obstacles. 

In this case it ought not to be hard to 
make the most of our resources. Fortunately 
we have the light of experience in other 
states, where local taxation has been. tried 
with eminent success. The best systems of 
the country are built upon it, and we have 
only to profit by experience.

EpITOR CONSTITUTION—A year or two be- 
fore his death, Henry W. Grady and 
other patriotic citizens of Atlanta, conceived 
the idea of a home for the old and helpless veteran 
soldiers of Georgia.

This was 
followed by several subscriptions of a thousand 
dollars each from wealthy gentlemen in Atlanta. 
Then many citizens of Atlanta and other parts of 
the state subscribed smaller amounts to build the 
home for the old soldiers.

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QUARTERMASTER GENERAL, GIVES 
FIGURES 


About the Encampment Fund—He Shows 
Where the State’s Appropriation Went 
and the Cause for the Shortage. 


Colonel A, J. West, quartermaster general, 
bas made up his figures showing how the mili- 
tary encampment appropriation was expended. 

And the exhaustion of the fund is explained. 

Colonel West has been hard at work getting 
his figures together, and while he has not yet 
been able to frame an official report he has 
succeeded in getting ata close estimate, 

It is stated here that a large portion of the 
appropriation—the $25,000 for this year’s en- 
cam pment—is still in the hands of the state 
treasurer, awaiting the presentment of bills 
now due but not yet submitted. 

It is for this reason, because transportation 
and other bills of the encampment have not 
been presented yet, that Colonel West is un- 
able to make up his official report. 

But to satisfy all parties he has gone to ad- 
ditional troublein computing transportation 
and incidental expenses incurred and awaiting 
payment, and when seen by a reporter yester- 
day gave these figures. 

To make the situation clear. 

The state appropriated $50,000 for encamp- 
ment purposes, $25,000 for this year and $25,- 
000 for next year. 

WHEN HE TOOK HOLD. 

When Colonel West was appointed quarter- 
master general about three months ago, of this 
first $25,000 he was turned over $22,771.35 to 
prepare the encampment with, 

And it is for this amount that he acqounts. 

What became of the $2,228.65 drawn from 
the appropriation before he was appointed and 
took charge, Colonel West does not know or 
trouble himself about. 

This $2,228.65 was in all probability ex- 
pended by the advisory board in visiting dif- 
ferent sites offered for the encampment, and 
for other military purposes. 

But to the $22,771.35 which was placed to 
Colonel West’s account as quartermaster gen- 
eral, and which went through his hands. 

The first draft on this fund was to pay for 
the encampment of cavalry at Savannah. 

This cost $2,618.84—paid to Captain W. W. 
Gordon, commandant of the cavalry encamp- 


ment. 

ON HAND WHEN THE ENCAMPMENT BEGAN. 
Which left on hand $19,600 at the beginning 
of the Chickamauga encampment, after sev- 
eral other incidental expenses had been de- 
ducted. 

Added to this was the donation of the 
Chickamauga Land Company, which made a 
total of $24,600 with which to carry on the en- 
campment:

Which deducted from the $24,600 on 
hand at the outset, leaves an esti- 
mated balance of $109.18. 

The nominal balance, however, will be more 
than consumed meeting expenses incurred on 
account of services of Captain Field and Lieu- 
tenant Satterlee, clearing away tents and other 
incidentals. 

WHAT THE INCIDENTALS WERE. 

The incidental bills referred to above and 
put down at $1,000 are for necessary articles 
purchased for the camp. For instance, there 
was a flag, twelve boxes of tent pins, fourteen 
axes, eighteen brooms, eighteen rakes, sixteen 
shovels, 150 dressed tent floors and 2,000 feet 
of tent flooring, which, all come under this 


item. 

Colonel West was most painstaking and 
conscientious in his work, giving valuable 
time from his private business to it. 

Colonel West not only does not receive any 
pay for his responsible work, but used his 
personal influence to economize for the state 
and make the encampment a success. 

He took great pride init,and but for the 
laxity of the advisory board, where the blame 
lies forthe shortagein the appropriation, if 
blame can be attached anywhere, in providing 
a minimum but no maximum for the number 
of men who could enter camp with each com- 
. original programme would have 

een carried out with the highest success. 

As has already been shown this was the 
cause of the present situation—at least one- 
fourth more men reporting in camp than was 
anticipated, running the per diem and mileage 
away beyond the estimate. 

HE WAS ECONOMICAL. 

Colonel West made thirteen trips from At- 
lanta to Chickamauga without the cost of a 
dollar to the state. 

Through Colonel Gordon, of Savannah, he 
succeeded in getting the tents shipped to 
Savannah for the cavalry encampment there 
and back to Chickamauga, free of charge. 

The plans and drawings for the camp build- 
ings were also prepared gratis by a friend of 
Colonel West as a compliment to him. 

Another item of expense was on account of 
the state’s short supply of tents. 

The adjutant general has in his control only 
213 tents, and to provide even crowded ac- 
commodations for the men forty additional 
tents had to be rented from a firm in Colum- 
bus, O., at a cost of $6 each. 

The encampment, from this showing, was 
evidenily run as economically as possibie. 

Everybody connected with the management 
took interest and pride in it. 

THE RAILROADS LIBERAL. 

Colonel West states that the Central railroad 
furnished the 200,000 feet of lumber brought to 
build messhalls, kitchen, bathhouse, stables, 
benches and so forth, was secured at much 
below the regular cost, because the people 
were pulling for the permanent encampment, 
and that this lumber was transported from Ce- 
dartown tothe grounds for just one-quarter 
regular freight rates by the Central railroad. 

It was all done to make the encampment a 
success and secure the permanent location at 
Chickamauga. 

The Chickamauga company carried their 
generosity even to small things—providing 
horses for the United States officers, and for 
the governor and his staff also, besides doing 
many other things that would have other wise 
cost the state dollars. 

Quartermaster General West’s estimates are 
very close. He made them after careful inves- 
tigation of the number of miles traveled by 
each company and the number of men as 
shown by the morning reports of camp.

MUDDLE , 


And at a Meeting Last Night Talk About 
Leaving the State Service—The Artil- 
lery Will Not Go to Chickamauga. 


The scheme for the Atlanta and Augusta 
military companies to go into camp at Chicka- 
mauga has fallen through. 

The Atlanta boys will stay at home, and the 
Augusta boys wilk go off on several different 
expeditions. 

Last night there was a well-attended meet- 
ing of the Governor’s Horse Guards at their 
armory. 

And another well-attended meeting of the 
Atlanta Artillery. 

But both ended in the same result. 

Neither will go into camp—because enough 
members could not participate to make a pre- 
sentable success. 

The meeting of the Horse Guards was a very 
lively one. 

A favorite theme with the troopers was the 
injustice they believe has been done them by 
the state, andthey awoke the echoes by their 
severe complaints. 

The advisability of withdrawing from the 
militia service of the state, on account of the 
treatment, was discussed, and a prominent 
member, after the meeting, stated that it was 
not at all unlikely something would yet come 
of it. 

„All our company has that the state fur- 
nishes us, said he, is our sabers. That is 
great aid and encouragement, now, isn’t it? 
It don’t amount to a row of pins. We own our 
saddles and bridles, and other equipment, 
and it would be a matter of very little moment 
for us to buy our own sabers, too. We could 
then form an independent organization, as has 
been done in other states where the militia 
has not been properly treated.

Captain Forbesreceived a reply from Colo- 
nel Levy yesterday stating that the Augusta 
troops would not join the Artillery or other 
Atianta companies in going in camp at Chick- 
amauga,and rather than go alone the Artillery 
abadoned its trip. 

The Rifles are having a good time on Cum- 
berland, and the Zouaves are looking forward 
to their encampment on Tybee a week or so 
from now. 


AUGUSTA WILL NOT ENTER 


Into Any Arrangement for a Supplemental 
Encampment. 

Aveusta, Ga., July 10.—[Special.]—After 
all the talk the First Georgia battalion will 
not gointocamp. TheClinch Rifles and the 
Clarke Light Infantry held meetings tonight, 
and discussed the advisability of holding an 
independent encampment, and decided not to 
have it. The trouble is, Augusta’s military 
companies are badly divided. They work in 
opposition to each other. They will i glare 
monize. The Oglethorpe Infantry last night 
decided to goin camp at Tybee for one week, 
and they will leave here Sunday. The Rich- 
mond” Hussars would have united with the 
infantry companiesif they would have held 
the encampment at Camp Richmond, but they 
have decided not to go off from home. Colonel 
Levy tonight wrote Captain Forbes, of the At- 
lanta Artillery, in behalf of the battalion, 
declining their invitation to unite with them 
in an encampment at Chickamauga. 

It was thought that the Augusta companies 
might go up to Washington, Ga., to encamp 
for a week, but this afternoon Colonel Levy 
received a telegram from the Irwin Guards 
saying they refusedto have the encampment 
held in Washington, unless the state paid the 
expenses, which, of course, it could not do 
after the action the legislature has taken in 
the matter. 

Augusta is disgusted with the way her troops 
have been treated, and if the military spirit 
in Georgia dies out, and companies commence 
disbanding, it can all be attributed to the way 
the encampment has been managed. Augusta 
soldiers have spent several thousand dollars 

reparing for this year’s encampment in buy- 
ng new uniforms and accoutrements, and 
after all they are made to stay at home. 


KNOCKED FROM THE TRAIN.

Willis Brown, a negro working at the East 
Tennessee shops, was badly injured yesterday 
morning.

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FIVE POSTAL AGENCIES AP- 
POINTED 


Where Stocks of Stamps, Postal Cards, Etc., 
Will Be Kept on Hand—It Will Be 
a Great Convenience. 


Here’s an action of the government that 
will greatly please the people. 

It takes effect today. 

Five drug stores have been appointed as 
postofiice agencies, and will be compelled to 
keep on hand a supply of stamps, envelopes, 
postal cards, wrappers, etc. 

For this they receive $25 a year. 

The drug stores appointed are: 

L. R. Bratton, 90 and 92 Peachtree. 

W. M. Curtis, 21 West Mitchell. 

M. C. Martin, 212 Decatur. 

Theo Schumann, 63 Whitehall. 

Sharp Bros., 202 Marietta. 

Thus it will be seen that the stations are 
scattered over the city, conveniencing the 
greatest number of people. Each place is 
furnished by the government with a neat sign, 
stating that within is a postoflice agency, 
where stamps, postal cards, etc., may be 
bought. The stations being in drug stores 
makes it more suitable to the people, as these 
stores are open early in the morning and late 
at night, and keep open Sundays. 

Some of these places have been selling 
stamps as a convenience to customers, but 
now it’s compulsory for them to keep on hand 
a stock of postal goods to the amount of $25, 
and to sell to the people in any amount up 
to $1. 

The agreements between the places ap- 
pointed and the government were signed up 
yesterday morning. ifa station fails to sup- 
ply applicants and doesn’t keep a constant 
supply on hand it loses the $25 paid for the 
trouble. 

Postmaster Lewis has been desirous of 
having such stations appointed for some time, 
and recently secured the appropriation. He 
then fixed the stations, selecting them so as to 
be most convenient for the people. 

Some of the places appointed as agencies 
secured their stock yesterday and opened for 
business. The others start out today. 

It’s a good thing for the stores, too, for most 
of them accommodate their customers any- 
how, and now they get remuneration for their 
services. 

Thus Atlanta makes another step forward, 
and Uncle Sam shows his appreciation of the 
city’s growth. 3

Calis Out Talk of an Issuc with the W. and 
A. I Scheme That Will Catch the 
Crowd for Cumberland and St Simons. 


All the talk in railroad circles yesterday 
was the ofthe East Tennessee train 
up to the Whitehall street crossing. 

No arrangements for baggage and passengers 
have yet been made. In fact, no plans have 
been matured. 

Generally the move is looked upon by railroad 
men in a doubtful sort of way. Something 
else is expected to come of it. 

One or two things, or both of them, are 
looked for. An adjustment of the depot ques- 
tion is expected, at an early day now, and it 
would not create any sort of surprise if the 
East Tennessee should begin running its trains 
in there before many days. 

And then the talk is that the East Tennes- 
see will go back to the Southern 
Association since the road has gained its point 
in running trains to Whitehall street, whether 
it gets into the depot or not. 

It was rumored yesterday that the arrange- 
ment would cause an issue with the lessees of 
the State road over the control of the ground 
occupied by the Central tracks upon which 
the East Tennessee run o Whitehall crossing. 
The chances are, however, that nothing will 
materialize on these ramors, as the Central 
knew when it made the arrangement with the 
East Tennessee whether it could do so or not 
without risk of bringing on a fight over dis- 
puted property. 

The Central doubtless has papers to show its 
title to the property it occupies. Nearly every- 
body holds a different opinion in regard to the 
exact lines of the state’s property, and this 
can only be settled by documents and surveys, 
which the officials say will be produced at the 
proper time. 

To Draw the Public. 

The East Tennessee and Cumberland Island 
Company has about concluded an arrange- 
ment which is big news to people who want to 
get out c. town for a breathing spell. 

It is this: 

The East Tennessee proposes to sell round 
trip tickets from Atlanta to Cumberland 
island, including seven days board at the hotels 
there, for $15. This rate also includes boat 
passage from Brunswick, and dummy fare 
from the landing to the hotel. 

Rates on a corresponding scale will be put 
on from other points between Chattanooga 
and Brunswick.

Miss E. F. Andrews, of Macon, Ga., has been 


visiting her old home in Washington, Ga. and 
she passed through Atlanta yesterday en route to 
Mont Eagle, where she goes to spend the summer. 
Last summer her lectures at Mont Eagle Chau- 
tauqua added to her already enviable reputation 
asa brilliant and advanced woman writer and 
scientist. She will this year have charge of the 
school of botany. In that study she is one of 
the most advanced scholars in this country, snd 
her botanical articles for magazines of science 
have been widely read and copied. 

The titles of her lectures at Mont Eagle are: 
“Our Friends of the Fields and Forests;” 
“English as She Is Learnt,” and “The Ugly Girl 
as a Social Factor.” 

Miss Andrews is a woman of great intellectual 
versatility. She bas written with force and 
depth upon serious subjects, the few poems 
she has published are strong and beau- 
tiful, her humorous sketches for many 
leading papers have been so popular as to be 
selected for some of the best recitation books 
recently published, and her essaysin such maga- 
zines as Lippincott’s, The Cosmopolitan and others 
have all borne the stamp of a mind brilliant and 
original. Perhaps it is as an essayist that her 
talent tinds its best interpretation, but in the line 
of literary work she has essayed, she has gained an 
indisputable eminence. 

Miss Andrews commenced her literary career in 
the south ata time when it was considered the 
worst of form for a woman to do anything for 
herself. She might write a few verses 
for a friend's album and sign to them a sentimen- 
tal name, but to write for a newspaper, to appear 
in print—that was something too horrible to 
think of! 

So it was that this talented young girl com- 
menced her literary work surreptitiously. She 
wrote, during the war, many unsigned articles for 
New York dailies upon the great questions of the 
day—wrote with the force and fire of a man and 
all the country was stirred at the time by her 
words. There came too at this time several fine 
poems published by the southern press and signed 
“Elzey Hay,“ which nom de plume she used for 
some years. 

After the death of her father, Judge Garnett 
Andrews, reverses came and this clever woman 
turned to the first work at hand, which was school 
teaching; but she still kept up her literary work 
writing clever letters and essays which were pur- 
chased by the best papers. 

While living in Washington, Ga., she published 
three novels, the most popular and widely read 
being A Family Secret,“ which dealt with ante- 
bellum southern life. Her home is now in Macon 
where she has been for several years teacher of 
English literature in the Wesleyan seminary. 

In addition to her teaching, she has devoted 
herself of late years to newspaper and magazine 
work. She isa woman of the soundest practical 
sense, whose energies and. ability have ever 
been turned in the right direction. Sheis a wo- 
man from whom all ambitious women can learn 
much, and of whom all southern women are par- 
ticularly proud.

“T have this matter very much at heart, and 
I believe it to be the solution of the school 
problem. I have never brought myself to be- 
lieve that the state at large ought to pay the 
whole expense of the schools. Let the state 
pay a part and let the counties pay the rest. 
The state, for example, might pay for five 
months’ schools, and let the counties pay the 
expense extending the time beyond that. 

“Why, there are two counties in Georgia, 
and two of the best at that, which we had to 
force to five months’ schools. There are 
thirty counties which the state has to pay 
money toin orderto keep up their schools. 
The tax coming up from those counties is not 
sufficient to pay their pro rata of the school 
fund. 

At occurs to me that local taxation for a part 
of the school fund will remove this difficulty. 
In New York state they have a magnificent 
school fund of nearly eighteen millions, and 
something like $14,000,000 is raised by local 
taxation. When people object to paying taxes 
for school purposes, I put the matter this way: 
Judge Allen Fort told me of a boy who was 
senter-ad to the penitentiary for twelve 
months. Tae judge did not like to do it, but 
the boy was convicted of a crime which had to 
be punished that way under the law. About 
a year afterwards, the people of Ameriéus 
thought there was an organized gang of bur- 
glars in town. Every night some house was 
entered, and the robbery was so skillfully done 
that it was attributed to profes- 
sional burglars. At last the robber 
was caught and it proved to be the boy, who 
had just been released from the penitentiary. 
He had learned burglary there among hard- 
ened criminals. Now the people have to be 
taxed to build jails and pay the expenses of 
courts for such boys as that. Which is better, to 
pay heavy court expenses for criminal trials, 
or to be taxed for schools? 

„J was told the other day of a bad woman 
whose descendants had been traced up. There 
were eighty of them and they had cost the 
state of Pennsylvania $20,000 for criminal 
trials. How much better if a portion 
of that $20,000 had been spent in 
schools which would have set that woman 
straight, and through her would have in- 
fluenced all her progeny? 

„The money saved in court expenses is a beg- 
garly consideration when compared with the 
good that results to society. We can recall 
instances where the trial of a single man has 
cost a county $20,000, and there have been 
families of criminals which have cost the state 
possibly much more, 

“Infinitely better it would have been if a por- 
tion of that money could have been de- 
voted to the proper education and train- 
ing of those boys—such education and such 
training as would have made them useful citi- 
zens, competent to fill their appointed places 
in society.”’ 

„Mou are not uneasy, then, about the pros- 
pects of the common schools?” 

„Not at all. On the contrary, I think the 
outlook is by far more favorable than ever be- 
fore. 

It has been a very difficult problem for our 
people to solve. It has elements that do not 
present themselves to any people as we feel 
them at the south. These things are of such 
magnitude as to demand the best thought and 
the most careful study. I have, therefore, 
asked a conference with the teachers of the 
state during the present session of the legis- 
lature, with a view to fully opening up and 
discussing this whole question practically be- 
fore the legislature. ' 

“I attended the convention of teachers at 
Brunswick, and feeling sure that their 
knowledge of the situation would be more 
valuable than, possibly, that of any other class 
of citizens, I asked for the appointment of a 
good, large committee from the association to 
come to this city during the session and confer 
with the committees on education from both 
houses and suggest such. legislation as 
they deemed proper. These gentle- 
men have been studying the  situa- 
tion for some time and I feel quite sure their 
suggestions will be valuable. When they 
reach the city lam sure the committees will 
be glad to hear what they have to say and 
consider their suggestions valuable.“ 


AGAIN EATING. 


Ozburn Partook of a Hearty Meal Yester- 
day Morning.

He has been in Athens for ten days, and is 
full of enthusiasm about the big alliance rally 
to be held there next Thursday. 

He says there will be over ten thousand 
people in attendance, and it will be one of 
the biggest days the Classic City ever had. 
In speaking of the rally yesterday he said: 

‘Excitement in Athens over the great pro- 
hibition election has subsided, and given place 
to the grand alliance rally to be held in that 
city next Thursday. There will be a double 
attraction in the Classic City on that day, 
as it will mark the completion 
of the Georgia, Carolina and Northern road to 
that point, and also the reunion of the farm- 
ers. ‘ 

It is estimated that there will be between 
ten and twenty thousand farmers to meet the 
alliance leaders. Every man, woman and 
child in the city is aroused, enthused and de- 
termined to make the occasion a grand suc- 
cess. 

on Tuesday last the county alliance con- 
vened and appointed a committee to co-operate 
with the citizens, who had met the day previous 
and appointed committees on finance, arrange- 
ment and reception. It has been decided to 
charter the best brass band in the 
state, and I am in Atlanta today to 
arrange with the Zouave band. Dr. Boggs 
has tendered the farmers the ase of the 
campus and college buildings, and in the 
grove the speaking will take place. A plat- 
form with a seating capacity of 200 will be 
erected, and comfortable benches will be fur- 
nished for visitors in front of the stand.

In NEW YOKK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock

NEW YORK, July 10.—The stock market still showed 
no change in its character today, but prices sprung up- 
ward again under the demand from shorts, while the 
trading was entirely professional and fluctuations in 
all but a few prominent stocks insignificant.

NEW YORK, July 10.—The earnings of the first week 
of the St. Paul road, showing an increase of over 
$50,000, gave an impetus to the market and showed 
conclusively that the crop is about being moved, and 
points to the tremendous earnings the Granger roads 
have in sight. London bought a few stocks for bal- 
ance, still did not trade to any extent, as tomorrow is 
a holiday in London, the exchange closing to give the 
people a chance to partake in the festivities in honor 
of Emperor William.

Their recent 
statement was a good one, showing between 5 and 6 
per cent earned for the year, but we hardly think it 
was wise of the company in declaring the 24 per cent 
cash dividend and then go to work and issue new stock 
at 70c on the dollar. This mode of financiering was 
condemned in Wall street, since the new money, if 
they keep on paying at the rate of 5 per cent, would 
cost them between 7 andjé per cent per annum. It will 
take a little time for the market to digest this new 
stock, but we think we will see higher prices for Louis- 
ville and Nashville in the future. The government 
crop report, to come out after business hours, is ex- 
pected to show up well for both wheat and corn. Then 
if Mr. Dodge’s report does not turn out what is ex- 
pected, still private advices show that the crop for 1891 
will become historical, The sentiment this afternoon 
„ is decidedly more encouraging. The apathy of the 
public is still felt, but with a little encouragement 
from Wall street the pubiic will again enter speculation 
and try to recoup some of the losses made in the panic 
of last November. We consider the present prices of 
stock low.

NEW YORK, July 10—[Special.}—The course of the 
market today has been decidedly erratic. Futures. in 
Liverpool were partially 1-644 above last evening’s 
prices at 2 o’clock, and so closed. This market opened 
very dull and almost without quotable change.

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THOSE SALT MARSHES 


WHICH BELONG TO THE STATE, 
THOUGH FEW PEOPLE KNOW If. 


Mr. Ryals Reminds Them of the Fact by a 
‘ Bil—Mr, Martin's Resolution on the 
Railroad Question. 


Yesterday Mr. Ryals, of Chatham county, 
introduced a bill providing for the sale of the 
salt marsh lands, lying along the coast, at not 
less than 5 cents an acre. 

The marsh lands have never been heard of 
by a tenth of Georgia’s population, and not 
one man in ten thousand was aware that the 
state had any such property. 

But it seems that there is a considerable 
quantity of it. 

“These marsh lands,“ said Mr Ryals, in 
answer to a question, “are just like the phos- 
phate lands in South Carolina and Florida. 
My bill provides that if phosphates are found 
on them the state shall be paid a dollar a ton 
on all the phosphate removed. From just 
such lands, the state of South Carolina has re- 
deemed her credit. There was a time when 
she could hardly get credit for a day’s rations 
for the lunatics in the asylum. But the phos- 
phates saved her.“ 

Mr. Martin's Resolution. 


Mr. Martin offered the following resolu- 


tion: 

Whereas, There are complaints throughout this 
state on account of railroad discrimination in the 
matter of freights against various localities; and 
whereas, by means of such discriminations, the 
manufacturing, agricultural, mercantile and 
other industrial interests of Georgia are made to 
suffer; and whereas, believing at all times that 
oppression, wherever existing, should be uncov- 
ered and suppressed without delay; and 

Whereas, Every possible means should at once 
be taken to prevent the same, and the railroad 
commission of this state having signified that the 
data bearing Pe that question is now in their 
possession, and having so communicated to his 
excellency the governor, and that they are now 
awaiting the aid of counsel, as stipulated by law, 
to bring the same before the interstate railroad 
a of the tederal government; therefore, 

1 

Resolved by the house of representatives, the 
senate concurring, That his excellency the gover- 
nor is hereby authorized and empowered, in the 
present enfeebled and disabled condition of the 
attorney general, to at once furnish the railroad 
commission of this state with all the necessary 
legal counsel for the purpose of at once bringing 
these matters before the interstate railroad com- 
mission of the federal government and obtaining 
all the relief possfble from that source without 
delay. 

Mr. Martin spoke, urging that the matter 
be taken up and acted upon. The commission 
has announced that Georgia points are dis- 
criminated against, and it is desired that 
the discriminations shall be carried 
to the interstate commission and that 
counsel for that purpose be pro- 
vided. The railroad commission can get 
light on the railroad question and that light is 
very much desired. It will take about thirty 
days to carry the matter up. Mr. Martin urged 
haste in disposing of the resolution. 

Mr. Lewis, of Rancock, thought the resolu- 
tion was in the nature of a law and needed to 
be read on three different days. He was in 
favor of the resolution. 

The speaker held that the resolution was 
not in the nature of a law. 

Mr. Atkinson was in favor of the resolution, 
but thought it should be referred to the rail- 
road committee. 

Mr. Sears took the same position. 

The house declined to suspend the rules, 
and the resolution was referred to the rail- 
road committee. 

A New Railroad. 

Mr. Goodwin introduced a bill chartering 
the Atlanta, Southern and Western railroad. 
The incorporators are General C. A. Evans, 
F. P. Rice, W. A. Hemphill, H. L. Wilson 
and B. W. Hall. The road is to go west to 
Alabama, east to Savannah, and from central 
or middle Georgia to Port Royal, and from the 
same point to Darien. f 

The Cigarette Nuisance. 


Mr. Goodwin also introduced a bill author- 
izing the city and county authorities to pro- 
hibit the sale of cigarettes or any preparation 
of tobacco intended for cigarettes, or to tax 
the sale $2,500 per year. The bill is intended 
to squelch the cigarette nuisance. 

Forsyth Street Bridge. 

Mr. Goodwin introduced a bill authorizing 
the county commissioners to help Atlanta buiia 
the Forsyth street bridge. 

The Insurance Bill. 


Mr. Whitfield moved a reconsideration of 
the action of the house in making the insur- 
ance bill the special order for Wednesday. He 
said the alliance leaders would be in Atlanta 
and speak that day, and the members would 
like to hear them. He moved to set the bill 
as the special order for Tuesday, 14th, which 
was agreed to. 

The Joint Session. 


At 12 o’clock the house and senate met in
